(By Wireless).—Lincoln Ells¬ 
worth and the airplane Polar 
Star, with Pilot Herbert Hol- 
lick - Kenyon, are somewhere 
over the Antarctic continent, 
but out of touch with his base 
I here.

Paris heard unofficially that Premier Musso¬ 
lini warned France an oil embargo would mean war. The 
Paris newspaper l'Oeuvre said this message was given to 
Premier Laval today by Vittorio Cerruti, the Italian Am¬ 
bassador. 

A League committee of eighteen 
meet* this week to consider adding 
oil, coal, iron and steel to the list 
of products now barred to warring 
Fascism. Britain's rupport of such 
an embargo was indicated. France, 
fearful of this result, is believed op¬ 
posed to adding oil to the sanction- 
1st list.

That these libraries have 
adddd greatly “to the public stock of harmless 
pleasures'’ will be admitted by everyone, and 
those who would deny that public gratitude Is 
due for the snme must be very few and very 
bitter.

Education Is very far from being an exact 
science, although the principles underlying the 
art are drawn from sciences of undoubted 
validity. The experimental character of much 
that goes by the name of education Is Indicated 
by the emphasis laid upon method in edu¬ 
cational theory- Even when educators are In 
substantial agreement as to alms and purposes, 
there Is still ample room for difference of opinion 
as to the best method or methods of attaining 
Oic end tn view.

Waterborne Exports for Ten Months Exceed 
700,000,000 Board Feet—Bulk of Ship- 
menta Going to British Destinations 


H AVING built up waterborne exports not Car short of a 
billion board feet during the worst years of the depres¬ 
sion, British Columbia’s lumber industry is assured of 
holding its position this year in the face of stiff competition 
on world markets. According to Northwest lumber records, 
British Columbia shipments have been averaging in excess of 
70,000,000 feet monthly, with 709,085,000 feet exported in ten 
months of this year. 


Waterborne exports for twelve 
months last year reached S59.464.000 
feet, the largesl export of any year 
in the last decade, and approxi¬ 
mately double the business done in 
1932. 

October shipments were 73,825,000 
board feet, an Increase of 2,500,000 
over the corresponding month last 
year.

AGREEMENT HAS BEARING 

While not affecting operations 
this year, the reciprocal trade agree¬ 
ment between Canada and the 
United States may have an im¬ 
portant bearing on British Columbia 
lumber exports next year. 

Exclusive of rail movements, which 
were similar and additional to ship¬ 
ments made by water. United States 
sources took 384,100,000 feet of 
British Columbia waterborne lum¬ 
ber In 1928; 351 . 500.000 feet in 1929; 
259,000,000 feet In 1930 ; 207.500.000 
feet in 1931; 79,600.000 feet in 1932 
(after tariff changes); 29,500,000 
feet in 1933, and 28.700.000 feet last 
year. Japan in the same period de¬ 
creased orders from 219300.000 feet 
to 80300.000 feet. 

FOUND NEW MARKET 

The decline in United States and 
Japanese purchases freed approxi¬ 
mately 500.000.000 board feet yearly 
in the waterborne trade for which 
a new market had to be found. This 
market has been developed in British 
countries, with a resulting gain in 
total British Columbia waterborne 
lumber export of 150,000.000 feet 
over and above what was shipped 
in 1928. 

If the British Columbia industry, 
under the quota arrangement of the 
pact with the United States, gets a 
greater percentage of the softwood 
market next year, it will recover 
some of the loss it sustained when 
an aggregate volume of business 
amounting to 600 . 000.000 feet an¬ 
nually was cut off by tariff action 
in a single year. 

In the last three years, effort put 
into the development of a strong 
overseas market was the only factor 
that saved the British Columbia in¬ 
dustry from virtual extinction. As¬

Fields—Tiny Church Suffered Fiercest Sort 
Of Persecution for Twenty-Five Years From 
1835, But Prospered Immensely

O NE of the glorious chapters in Christian history, its pages, 
it is true, besmeared with the blood of martyrs, but 
illuminated also with the sold of an unquenchable faith, 
began to be written just one hundred years ago. It is the story 
of the Martyr Church of Madagascar, which for twenty-five 
years suffered the fierce fires of persecution, strange to say, and, 
prospered during the holocaust, 




Madagascar may be fairly claimed 
as one of the worlds wonder-fields 
of missions. Its history may be 
shorter but its religious achievement 
Is as remarkable, perhaps, as can be 
found anywhere. Prom a high point 
in Tananarive, the capital, it Is pos¬ 
sible to look out over the town Itself. 


dotted villages of Imerina Province, 
and to count the spires of nearly two 
hundred churches. 

The mere statistics of Malagasy 
Christian growth are staggering. 
Madagascar with 1M missionaries 
has 201.000 church members. 1.000 
ordained ministers, and. counting 
lay preachers, 1,000 are today, after 
little more than a century, preach¬ 
ing the Ooepel. On this very Bun- 
day, congregations of 900 to 1.000 
people have assembled for worship 
In Tananarive and other large towns, 
and have joined in singing In their 
musical Malagasy the great hymns 
of the Church Universal. The Prot¬ 
estant Church numbers more than 
200,000 members and 600.000 ad¬ 
herents in a population of 3.500.000. 

ISLAND LITTLE KNOWN 

And yet this land Is little known 


The fine status of the Protestant 
Church in the great French Island 
colony no doubt rests back upon Its 
vitalising beginnings. It was well¬ 
born and well reared; that la to tty, 
from the spiritual point of view. PVw 
Us Infancy waa bathed In blood; 
was reared In a thunderstorm. Like 
DaaielvOf oM the-sari* .Ma d a ga s c ar 
Church waa thrown Into a den of 
lions; like the three Hebrews of 
ancient Babylon, it was cast late a 
furnace heated seven times hotter 
than was usual. Within four and a 
half years of the first little group 
of communicants, a relentless per¬ 
secution began to be waged upon 
every Christian believer, a persecu¬ 
tion that lasted for twenty-five long 
years. A generation of Christians 
grew up and another began who 
knew nothing but a perpetual fight 
for life, life physical and Ufe 
spiritual. 

The tragic story began with the 
advent of Queen Ranavelona. one of 
the wives of King Radama I. The 
king had welcomed the Welsh mis¬ 
sionaries when they came In 1111, 
for he was a shrewd and far-seeing 
ruler who wanted his people to

LONDON, <U.».—With one set of 
exceptions, the entire British army 
is to be turned over from horsed to 
mechanism as fast as the money Is 
available. This Is at present said to 
be the decided policy of the War 
Office. 

The recent manoeuvres are be¬ 
lieved to have clinched this ques¬ 
tion. The 3rd Hussars, a former 
cavalry regiment, performed so well 
as a mechanized squadron that the 
movement toward a mechanized di¬ 
vision has been speeded considerab¬ 
ly. Such a division would be able to 
travel 120 to 150 miles a day. thus 
completely transforming the whole 
scope and speed of modern warfare. 

CAVALRY UNTOUCHED 

The Important set of exception to 
this mechanization lies In the fact 
that Oreat Britain as an imperial 
power needs cavalry regiments for 
service In the colonies and for train¬ 
ing men for action there. There¬ 
fore. It is expected, there always will 
be a certain number of cavalry 
regiments retained in the army. 

It was found In the manoeuvres 
that the mechanized transports 
could be adopted to every purpose 
excepting charging. The Increased 
speed, however, amply compensated 
for this deficiency, and the success 
of the change was reported as oon- 1

There is no department of goll 
that lends itself so well to indoor 
practice as putting. R>r to any liv¬ 
ing-room with a rug or carpet on 
the floor, one may practice every¬ 
thing necessary, even to the playing 
of the actual stroke. And this is 
true even though the hole and slopes 
may be missing, and the speed of 
the carpet may be nothing like that 
of a putting green. Oood putting 
requires good Judgment, steady 
nerves, an accurate touch, and the 
ability to appraise a slope —pot to 
mention a fair share of luck. But 
after all. one must first acquire a 
sound stroke. Unless the ball can be 
struck accurately and smoothly time 
after time, our other accomplish¬ 
ments will not be worth a hoot. 

A perfectly serviceable practice- 
green can be rigged out by the sim¬ 
ple means of dropping a cushion or 
pillow at the end of six or eight feet 
of carpet, at a convenient distance 
so that you can reach out with your 
putter and retrieve the balls without 
having to walk the length of the 
room. Into the cushion then you 
can practise putts of all lengths 
from six feet up to fifty. And all, 
the while you need think of nothing 1 
but the stroke, which Is the "thing." 

POSITION COMFORTABLE 
The first thing Is to find a com¬ 
fortable position. Without the re¬ 
sponsibility of having ji putt to hole, 
you ought to be able to relax. Place 
your feet fairly close together and 
feel a little looseness In your knee- 
joints. Don’t bend or .crouch until 
TOUT position becomes ’strained. 

Orip the club lightly. It Is im- j 
portant that your wrists remain 
upple and useful. You need not 
Nnk that a tight grip win help you 
keep your {Hitter In proper align-! 
lent. It is more likely to cause you 1 
Jerk or Jab the putt off line. 


Indeed, for this practice, I am go¬ 
ing to advise that you give not one 
thought to the alignment of your 
putter. Trying to face the putter 
precisely toward an objective spot

As a matter of fact, you 
should make no effort to keep any 
part of your body immovable. What¬ 
ever want* to move, let it.

“protective" diet also. 

One of the simplest yet correct 
diets for providing a protective re¬ 
ducing diet Is that outlined by Dr. 
Mabel E Baldwin In her book "Diet 
and Like It." 

There are ten rules to follow: 
Include In the diet dally: 

1. At least one pint of milk (whole 
milk or buttermilk). The chief pur¬ 
pose of this rule to to stride 
lime (calcium). The only foodswt- 
sldes milk that are rich enough In 
lime to prevent shortage of this 
element are cheeae and leafy veg¬ 
etable*. 

2. About one - quarter pound of 
meat, fish or poultry, or about 2-3 
cupful of beans or peas (measured 
after cooking). 'Hie.v foods provide 
protein (body-builder), iron, and 
phosphorus. Fish is only half as 
rich In Iron as meat. 

3. A small portion of butter. The 
chief purpose here is to provide suf- I 
ficient "A." butter containing more; 
than any other common food. Eggs, j 
fish livers, and the yellow and green ( 
vegetables are also rich in vita- j 
min "A." 

4. At least one egg. This Is toj 
provide sufficient vitamin "D.” Of 
course, everybody knows that cod | 
liver oil to rich In vitamin "D." but 
eggs certainly suit the palate more 
than cod liver oil. Eggs also con¬ 
tain Iron. 

5. At least two servings of raw 
fruit. 

«. At least one serving of raw 
vegetable. Some raw foods should 
be Included in the diet, because the 
vitamin “C" oontent of most foods 
is destroyed so rapidly during or¬ 
dinary cooking that diets consisting 
entirely of cooked foods do not 
usually contain enough vitamin "C." 
Canned or stewed tomatoes are an 
exception as they retain the vitamin 
C." and can thus replace raw veg¬ 
etables If these are not available. 

7. About half cupful each of three 
cooked vegetables. Any vegetables! 
will do. but on the dajrs that fiah is 
•elected, one of them should be a 
green leafy vegetable. Vegetables 
provide the Important minerals and 
also the roughage which by Irritat¬ 
ing the lining of the lower bowel 
prevent constipation.

R ADIO compasses an primarily 
bad weather Instruments, as are 
many of the recently developed 
aids to navigation such as radio 
beams, artificial horizons, etc. 
When the weather Is dear, any food 
pilot can find his way around If he 
has a food mafnetlc compass snd 
can read maps correctly. 

However, when the pilot Is travel- 
inf In low foffy weather, he needs 
all of these aids and the latest of 
them all, the radio compass, fires 
him the meat aid. with the least ef¬ 
fort on hls part. 

Seldom are radio stations near 
airports. Their tall transmlttlnf 
antennas are flying hazards How 
ever, hazards though they an, they 
will attract the blind flying pilot 
right to themselves. 


The radio compass tells the pilot 
when he reaches the radio station 
on which he Is tuned but when he 
feu there he la but little better oil 
than he was a hundred miles away 
from the radio aUtton. Hence It 
la very Important that the pilot be 
ft yen further directions to fuide 
him to the airport he seeks. A 
simple directions! arrow on 
round or on a build inf close by the 
radio transmlttlnf station will serve 
to point the pilot to the nearest 
airport. Such a plan la bring put 
Into effect by Station WBAL, Balti 
more, so that pilots finding this sta¬ 
tion In foul weather wtlL find a 
commercial airport two miles In the 
direction the arrow points.

** f-| Bay, Columbia calling. o(T Port 
Haney, Columbia calling: go 
ahead, please. If you get us,” Thus every 
hour the skipper of the hospital ship Co¬ 
lumbia keeps In touch with headquarters 
by means of radiophone. Back comes the 
answer, “Hello, Columbia! Alert Bay an¬ 
swering; proceed at once to Kingcome 
Inlet; a man is seriously hurt." 

Turning the bow of the little ship east¬ 
ward, the captain loses no time, traveling , 
at full speed to the scene of the accident. 
Calls of this kind may come in every day. 
sometimes several times a day, while the 
mission ship Is on her run from Alert Bay 
to the outlying camps and settlements 
scattered along the rocky shores of British 
Columbia's coast. 

Year by year, since 1804. guided by its 
Indefatigable superintendent, the Rev. 
John Antle, the work of the Columbia 
Coast Mission, an Important factor In the 
Ufa of Columbia Diocese of the Chureh of 
England In Canada, has grown to even 
larger proportions than was at ftrat antici¬ 
pated. Its Influence has been very great 
among the settlers, lumbermen and- miners 
on the Coast. Three hosplts t come under 
Its direction, St. Marys, Pender Harbor; 
St. Michael's. Rock Bay, and 8t. George's. 
Alert Bay. In addition, there are seven 
missions and churches and three ships, the 
Colombia, the Rendexvous and the John 
Antic. 

It has been said very aptly that “the 
Dominion ef Canada is bounded on the 
east by Sir Wilfred urenfeTV arid on the 
west by John Antle. If It were bounded 
on every provincial and township line with 
"tpOBIEISfkUitllif purpose. (Keworld would 
atop praying Thy Kingdom come - and rest 
Its faith in an earthly democracy. Grenfell 
and Antle are partners, .three thousand 
miles divided. The first come into fame 
long since, fqc the one reason that he pitied 


what no one else seems to have pitied— 
the helpless. Godless Isolation of the fisher- 
folk along the Labrador coast, and he made 
that pity the focus of the world's concern. 

"Obviously the way to raise money and 
men. libraries and chapels, relief ships and 
hospitals was to tell the story to his gen¬ 
eration. Grenfell become well known' 
because he wisely recognized that his 
obscurity was a real foe to the future of 
hts people. If Antle—Reverend. Captain, 
or John—differs In his plan of attack from 
Grenfell across the continent. It Is In that 
little item of publicity. He can match him 
on the bitterest night, peering over the pilot 
wheel Into the pitch of a Pacific blizzard, 
or shouldering half the weight of a 
wounded lumberjack down the tricky 
staircases of thf forest; but he cannot 
‘stump the country' for finances, and he 
cannot, even for a brief while, walk the 
deck of a public hall without an uncon¬ 
querable homesickness for the North Star 
and a rolling sea." 

Captain Antle has a congregation of five 
thousand men In the logging and mining 
camps of the British Columbia Coast, and 
twenty thousand square miles of sea and 
land for a parish, chiefly consisting of 
Islands. The Columbia travels approxi¬ 
mately 18,000 miles each year. Other 
statistics speak for themselves; the ship 
traveled In twenty-eight SOS. calls. 1.400 
miles; attended to 1.348 medical and sur¬ 
gical cases; forty-three cases were brought 
to hospitals; 150 church services were held, 
khd In 810 miles, covering twenty-seven 
places, seventeen Christmas tree parties 
were arranged. 


So much for statistics. If you have the 
sort of mind which can make figures seem 
r eal, you are lucky. I am not. For the pa st 
.Bovs pr iv i leged to .travel 
aboard the Columbia on her southern run. 
six hundred miles of It. and. like old Mrs. 
T. used to say . "It's no' e say. and It's no 
she soy. with my own eyes I saw tt!" 

8uch a “coast, such scenery, and such

people; especially the people. Everywhere 
one travels up and down the long, tree- 
fringed inlets, on the little Islands, many 
of them so small that they are not even 
mentioned on most maps, are men and 
women living their lives far from the city s 
turmoil. True, life moves at an entirely 
different tempo. There are no telephones 
ringing, distances are not spoken of In 
terms of "miles," It Is always so many 
"hours." 

"How far are you from your nearest 
neighbors?" I asked a woman living In a 
'floathouse." “Guess It would be about 
two hours." she replied. The distance is 
covered by means of gasboat, and to the 
vast majority of the “floathouse" children, 
this Is the only means of transportation 
that they know. They have never seen 
horses, trams, motorcars, moving pictures 
or towns. Mrs. M s little boy of seven wss 
telling me of the happy Christmas spent 
at his grandmother's farm at the head of 
Kingcome Inlet. For the first time In his 
life he had seen a cow tethered In a field

St. Mary's Hospital 

T HE first port of call of any importance 
after leaving Vancouver, where the 
ship had been having an overhaul, was 
Pender Harbor, where good work is being 
rarried on at St. Mary s Hospital under the 
direction of the Rev. T. A. L. Connald. M.D., 
and his staff of nurses. A delightful place 
It Is, with eighteen beds, operating room. 
X-ray department and up-to-date kit¬ 
chens. etc As we walked up the path to 
the hospital, which overlooks a glorious 
bay dotted with Islands, a man and woman, 
the former carrying a precious pink bundle, 
were waving good-bye to the nurses. The 
mother and her new baby were returning 
to their home across the bay. 8he proudly 
showed me a present of beautiful woollies 
lor the baby whlgh had been given to her 
at the hospital Through the generosity 
of friends of the Community of the Holy 
Name. In England, as well as through many 
donors In British Columbia and other parts 
of Canada, useful parcels of c lothing for 
women and children are sent out to the 
hospital, and with what Joy they are 
re ceived I 1 __ 

T he nm o wnn IRFST'Was (old to me by 
Dr. Connold, and is an example of the 
stark realities which the doctors and all 
connected with the mission face day by 
day. On a bitterly cold night, some months 
ago, in the teeth of a gale, a small gaaboat 


beat Into the harbor, and, tying up at 
Hospital Pier, called for a stretcher. Pres¬ 
ently, stumbling over the frozen snow, 
there appeared some men bearing a still 
figure between them, which they laid on 
the floor. The doctor, on examining their 
burden, found It to be the body of a man 
who had just died. We then heard this 
story: The mans son, a lad of fifteen, had 
gone out Into the woods to fell a tree for 
firewood. Having cut his notch, he called 
the warning, and. hearing no answer, felled 
the tree. To his horror, when he reached 
the top end of the tree, he found his father 
underneath, unconscious. 

He ran to his mother to tell her. and 
then rowed two hours through rapids to 
summon assistance. In tha' nature of 
things this took some time, but eventually 
he was placed aboard a boat and the 
Journey made to the hospital. Eight hours 
elapsed, in spite of all efforts made, before 
the hospital was reached, and by that time 
the .poor victim of the accident had died. 
The body was wrapped In an old blanket, 
patched with sacking and held together 
by three-inch wire nails. The doctor dis¬ 
covered afterwards that this was the only 
bedding the family possessed, and that the 
widow and three children had been unable 
to sleep because of the cold until that 
blanket, a grim, bloodstained relic, was 
recovered from the corpse 
As a sequel to this, the Columbia set off 
after the funeral service with a splendid 
supply of food, clothing and bedding, which 
was given to the destitute family The 
boys are now at school and are slowly 
learning to mix with their fellow-beings, 
after childhood spent In Isolation on their 
"clearing "

Instead, he found that the thanksgiving 
service had been planned. The schoolhouse 
ha d bee n claburatc Tyagesraed, and In 
front of the Improvised altar were heaped 
sacks of potatoes, turnips and parsnips 
am— osur —■* awa 

One of the ladies of the community, a 
Roman Catholic, by the way, had taken 
the biggest and reddest apple which 
Lasquetl Island could produce and had 
very cleverly superimposed upon It a lovely 
array of mauve Michaelmas daisies and 


white flowers. This masterpiece, which 
represented hours of patient work, was 
treasured by Captain Antle for days after¬ 
wards as a precious memento. 

To Rock Bay 

O N a glorious morning, soon after sun¬ 
rise. we steamed past Cape Mudge 
Into beautiful Quathlaskl Cove. Captain 
Godfrey and 1 paid a call upon Mrs. Alan 
Greene, to find that the Reverend Alan had 
gone off In the Rendezvous to officiate at 
a wedding at Shoal Harbor In two days' 
time. After depositing a goodly supply of 
vegetables, apples and reading material for 
the Quathiaskl folk, we jogged across to 
Campbell River. Later In the day we passed 
through Seymour Narrows to Elk Bay. 
where magazine* and books were In great 
demand by some of the loggers at the 
tamp. Next morning we tied up at Rork 
Bay. and walked up to the hospital (St. 
Michael's), where Mrs. Berrlll, with the 
true hospitality of (he coast-dweller, shook 
hands warmly, following her greeting at 
once with the question, “Would you like a 
bath?" A little surprising at the moment, 
but I later discovered that no greater 
luxury could bf offered a visitor! 

Dr. Keith Whittaker has recently taken 
charge of St. Michael s, and Is doing apjeni 
did work There Is a good deal of activity 
round about Rock Bay on account of log¬ 
ging operations, and the hospital Is kept 
busy attending to accident cases, etc, 
which require expert attention. Working 
with Dr. Whittaker are Mr». Berrlll and 
Miss Penzer. the nurses; Miss K. Chubb, the 
coo,, id Jim Russell, the orderly. Here, 
again, a. “ell-equipped operating room 
and X-ray facilities, private, semi-private, 
r.r.d public wards, and comfortable quarters 
for the nurses. 

Through glorious Nodales Channel to 
Thurston Bay, where we met Mr. and Mrs. 
Ted Hill and their charming children, were 
tegaled with tea, and left magazines for 
the forestry headquarters stall. At no 
time of the year could the scenery be more 
spectacular than Just now.

I mean La Cues* 
racha, which the complexion soap crooner 
was singing so vivacious and with expression. 

I was surprised first off. because they're 
mighty strict on the radio and la Cucaracha 
Isn't strict at all. 1 know songs are supposed 
to be broad-minded these modern times and 
hint about things you don t mention In mixed 
company: leastwise, you didn’t before company 
got so mixed as It does now. 

La Cucaracha didn't hint around. No, 
srnor. Only It usent to sound so bad on the 
march—horses scuffing through the desert 
dust: the smell of hones and men mixed with 
that kind of sweetish smell of the desert; 
saddle-leather creaking and carbines clatter¬ 
ing; a guitar pllnklng somewhere In the col¬ 
umn and, every now and then, some patriots 
howling. • , Al-l-yee!" the way they do. 

Those Jvere days and that's the kind of piece 
It was: Pancho Villa's war song. The Vllllstas 

rode Into action singing It;- 

"La cucaracha. la cucaracha, f

singing It high and defiant, yelling It and 
dying singing It. / 

Seems like there's a memory In every verse 
of that song and there's a thousand verses, 
more or less. For I nst a nce , did you ever hear 
how a whole band of musicians died for play¬ 
ing La Cucaracha? Thirty-nine of them. 
There should've been forty. But the fortieth 
■nan didn't get hung that day. There was 
some talk about It at the time and there were 
those who claimed Jaquero—that was the 
name he was called—wasn't any too vallenle. 
Vet when It came his turn to die, Jaquero 
did so plenty herolco, surprising everybody, 
moat of all himself. 

That was account of a woman called Cha¬ 
rles. she was Jaquero's soidadera. one of 
the woman soldiers like I've told you about. 
Jaquero was by way of being a crooner, too, 
only they didn't call them that In those daya 
He also strummed the guitar no little and 
tottled on the faloof, although, like I said, he 
wasn’t so the day Villa’s favorite band was 
executed, lull orchestra, account of La Cuca¬ 
racha. 

Tough as rawhide, the dorados were, and 
wild as a lady wolf In whelping time. I can 
hear 'em now. singing as they loped along;

I T was a band. The leader was a little fel¬ 
low with a set of black moustaches like the 
spread of a Texas longhorn. His name was 
Pablo Llmon and the only thing he would 
rather do than lead that band of his was fight. 
He sulked a whole lot when the band got so 
famous that Pancho ordered him and his mu¬ 
sicians to keep out of action, pot wanting any¬ 
thing to happen. Pablo even gave Villa an 
argument, which wasn't the healthiest pastime 
a man could pick out. Villa stood for It. He 
even weakened some when Pablo came to him 
the day Corotiel Medlno was ordered to march 
over to Llano Blanco and clean up on an out¬ 
fit of federalists^ In that neighborhood. 

"My men are musicians, mi jefe,'' said 
Pablo, "but first they are soldiers." 

"Music, Pabllto companero," said Villa, "may 
make as Important a noise as rifles."

We started about 8 o'clock next morning, 
with Joe and the. chestnut mare, which quite 
equalled the description Dan had given us—a 
lovely mild Spring morning, larks singing high 
up as we bowled along. 

We Start Work 

I HAD attained my first objective, viz.., to get 
Into the district without anyone knowing 
what we were after, either Land League or po¬ 
lice. so that|I could have a personal Interview 
with the tenants, one by one. Otherwise,

“What are ye?"

"Come in the house; I'm Peter-"

They hurried down W meet us. hoping 
that the Rev. Henry Dance, chaplain 
of the Columbia, would be there, but 
he was not with us. Just as It grew dark 
we could hear a gasboat chuggln round 
the point, and the Rendezvous came in 
sight. Mr. Oreene was aboard, so the 
situation was saved. We spent a de¬ 
lightful evening chatting In the main 
cabin, first having a visit from the 
skipper of the 8ky Pilot, the United 
Church mission ship, and late:- enjoy¬ 
ing the reminiscences of Mr Oreene 
The next morning, after breakfast. 
we tied up at the wharf of the fish 
sattery tn Blind Channel. Tons of fish* 
are sent each year to Japan. A Jap¬ 
anese couple were busily engaged in 
packing salmon roe. which will sell as 
expensive caviare in Japan. A little 
girl, whose mother was “up to the 
shoulders" standing In front of a trough 
cleaning fish, was crying bitterly, her 
eye bandaged in a crude way. loffered 
to take her aboard to see the doctor, 
and she was soon patched up. and went 
off happily with a parcel of ointment 
. and some picture books. 

Clothing Distributed 

T IMES have been hard in Blind 
Channel, many families sre on 
relief, and our stock of "relief" clothing ' 
w as in demand. A woman came aboard 
to search for something warm for her¬ 
self and her husband. 8he chatted 
cheerfully as she rummaged through 
the bundles. I offered her a felt hat 
among other things, but the idea struck 
her as ludicrous. “Hat?" she exclaimed, 
"havent worn anything but my old 
black for six years; why would I want 
another hat?" At the end of her search 
she said. No. that’s enough for one 
body^there’s plenty more up-Coast 
need* things more than I do. and there 
may not be enough to go round " 

That is the spirit all along the Coast. 
Whether wtth magazines, books, cloth¬ 
ing or food, each and every one who 
received gifts was anxious not to appear 
greedy, and there was always the 
apology that they might be taking too 
much. Although a good many boxes of 
apples and sacks of potatoes, which had 
been sent to the ship in Vancouver by 
generous friends In the Okanagan and 
Ladner districts, had been distributed 
by the time we reached Alert Bay. there 
was greater heed on the “Northern run." 
and. much to the distress of the doctor, 
his surgery still resembled a **ware- 
hcJuse." 

Real Generosity

rocks A woman was shouting from the 
beach. Captain Oodfrey called out 
through his megaphone, "Everything 
O K , Mrs R ?" "Walt. Cap’n," she an¬ 
swered, "I got somethin’ for y\" She 
then proceeded to bale out an old flat- 
bottomed skiff, while a group of about 
half a dozen small children watched. 
Then she pushed off. rowing with that 
curious loggers' movement, standing 
erect in the boat and pushing rather 
than pulling on the oars. As she came 
nearer she shouted. "Oot some apples 
here; guess they’s like ’em for Jelly at 
the hospitals." and coming alongside 
the Columbia she tossed them, with fhe 
strength of a navvy, up to the crew 
• Basil Shaw, the cook, and Bob Warner, 
engineer pro tern.), who were on the 
deck. Captain Godfrey thanked her 
for her generosity, and, dismissing his 
remarks with a wave of her brawny 
arm. she pressed a two-doUar bill into 
lijs hand, saying. “And. C&p'n. this here 
is for y‘. the mission needs it more'n I 
do. God knows it's done enough for 
me “ We waved good-bye and she 
rowed her way back to the shore. 

There must be something about the 
life that brings out the best In people. 
They all seem so real, so utterly unself- 
conscious and so genuine. Any trip 
which would give one the opportunity 
of meeting suqh a family as the Han¬ 
sens at Port Neville is worth while. Sit¬ 
ting in their bright, roomy, clean kit¬ 
chen. with Ole. Lily and Edith going 
about thetr tasks. Mrs. Hansen literally 
radiating kindness and real hospitality, 
one felt that one had come into touch 
with the very essence of neighboriineas 
in its finest sense 

We stopped next day In Reid Bay. as 
word had been left on a float In Jack- 
son Bay that the doctor was wanted. 
A logger with a badly cut hand came 
aboard for treatment. Two girls rowed 
out to gel reading material and to ex¬ 
change their library books, and a small 
ooy came for a bbttle of* medicine which 
had been put up for him. At Fort 
Harvey an Indian couple paid the doc¬ 
tor a visit; an attractive ‘teen-age girl, 
who had never been away from her 
home on Cracroft Island, also came for 
magazines. 

Floating Camp 

T HAT night the Columbia tied up at 
the Oscar Sodermsn s camp, an 
amazing floating “village." consisting of 
several houses, general store, large cook¬ 
house. sheds, and up-to-date bunk- 
housrs occupied by the men working in 
the logging camp. Mrs. Soderman 
greeted us. She had been having a busy 
afternoon, as the traveling hairdresser

i»avmg her. hair waved. A i 
launch, carrying a dentist, halrdreavr 
and a woman who sells wearing apparel 
does a flourishing business up and 
be Coa.NL». Our hostess, wtth the 

hwpltturywElch SSnSuE 
everywhere along the shores, told of 


her experiences when their “village" 
was being towed from the North across 
stormy Queen Charlotte Sound. 

A Wholesome Life 

T HE inhabitants of the floathouses 
are adept in running over the 
huge logs upon which their houses are 
built, and it was terrifying to the on¬ 
looker to sec small children skipping 
about as though they were high and 
dry. I asked one woman on a float- 
house whether she had been to town 
(Vancouver) lately. "Yes;’ she said, 
“I was there last Winter, but the 
place smells and it was loo wet lor me. 

I caught the next boat back!" And 
there she lives, "water, water every¬ 
where!" They are a strangely con¬ 
tented people. .They like the life and 
wouldn't live m a city “tf they were 
paid.” Those who are not employed 
in the logging camps and canneries 
are. for the most part, making a living 
fishing. They feel free from the con¬ 
ventions of city life and adapt them¬ 
selves to their surroundings with 
good-natured ease. Some «.r tJwi* 
have radios and keep in touch with 
the world of events, and for enter¬ 
tainment there Is an occasional dance 
at (Hie of the camps, to which the 
young people will travel for hours in 
gasboats to attend. 

Minstrel Island, at the entrance to 
Knight Inlet, was another stop. Then 
in the face of a strong nor'easter, the 
mountains covered with fresh snow 
and the sea a brilliant blue-green, wa 
Journeyed up the Inlet itself, a de¬ 
scription ot the scenery aiohg that 
part of the coast deserves a chapter to 
itself, and lack of space prevents ade¬ 
quate comment at this time, other than 
to say that it is simply magnificent. 

Arriving at the cannery at Glendale, 
which recently closed for the Winter, 
we heard that we ought to go up the 
river a short way to where the Indiana 
were “dry fishing" They are per¬ 
mitted to catch a certain number of 
salmon making their way up to Tom 
Browne Lake to spawn, and these the 
natives slice very thinly and smoke for 
Winter use. Due to the outboard 
“kicker*’ refusing to “kick," the skip¬ 
per and Dr. Patten were able to get a 
good deal of strenuous exercise rowing 
against a heavy sea. and we landed on 
the marshy bank at the river mouth 
It was fortunate that such a cold, 
strong wind was blowing, for the 
marshland was strewn with rotting sal. 
men. which had been unable to make 
the grade, and thousands of seagulls 
and crows were enjoying a feed Some 
of the Indians had come from Village 
i s land f or ni e ng img: imr Togra-gr 


wraa asked to tee gn old Indian woman, 
whom he found had been lying for a 
month on, a heap of clothing in one of 
the smoke-filled shacks She -was auf-_ 
fenhg from an eye infection and could 
not bear the light. The doctor, alter 


examining the eye. left some ointment 
for her. but It Is probable that site will 
have to be tak en to the hospital at 
Alert Bay for treatment before long. 

In another shack, four Indians sat 
warming their bare feet around a blaz¬ 
ing wood fire In the middle, the smoke 
escaping from a hole in the roof. One 
old body was puffing a pipe as she 
cut off slices of a sort of bun. Coffee 
pots, bedding, a chair or two. baskets, a 
jar of berries and other impedimenta 
were scattered over the mud floor, and 
in a rough cedar box was a chubby, 
brown four-month-old papoose, sound 
asleep. 

On the return journey down Knight 
Inlet, the doctor was kept busy pulling 
teeth, a Job about which he has his 
own Ideas! On we went through beau¬ 
tiful Clio Channel to Bones Bay. where 
a sick baby was visited. The sun shone 
gloriously as we passed through Ha¬ 
vana Channel and Potts’ Lagoon. In 
. this waterway it is not possible for the 
Columbia to go more than about half 
a mile from the entrance, and if the 
settlers need help a white slick and 
Hag is hoisted in a tree on the shore. 
However, all was well and on we went, 
past Coffin Island, Indian villages and 
countless islands. It .wa&.Jait after¬ 
noon. and the sea reflected the sunset 
shades from the west, while Mount 
Stephen, rising above a great chain of 
snow-capped peaks on the Mainland, 
had turned from white to vivid rose. 

“In calm magnificence the sun de¬ 
clined. 

And left a paradise of clouds behind; 

Proud at his feet, with pomp of pearl 
and gold. V* 

The billows in a sCa of glory rolled." 

Village Island 

E ARLY next morning we anchored 
off Village Island, rowing ashore 
to visit Miss K OBrien. M B E . who 
is doing magnificent work among the 
Indians. On account of the visit of 
the ship, the school had a holiday, and 
while the doctor spent some time visit¬ 
ing patients In the village and In the 
little “hyuya-ur or 'rest house." which 
Mi« O'Brien has built as a sanitarium 
for the Indians suffering from TB. 
she took me to see the totems and old 
community houses in the village and 
to see the school. In the little en¬ 
trance vestibule h&ng the children's 
toothbrushes and cups, for each morn¬ 
ing at 11 o'clock they are given a cup 
of hot cocoa, which Miss O'Brien 
brings up the hill from her own float- 
house. “At first." she said, “the chil¬ 
dren who came without toothbrushes 
could not Imagine why they were not 
allowed to use one of those hanging 
on the hooks. However, they are 
slowly learning the rudiments of hy¬ 
giene. and tt wa* a prourLday for me 
wneu an*, little ‘boy jfitf that he 
e wBft i t oceth because he’d 

forgotten his own bruin!'’ 

The “hyuya-Ui" is a two-roomed 
- bright building, with wide sliding wir.- 
dmes. overlooking .1 he hay-and- tatchlog 
every ray of sunshine. Two Indian 
women were in bed and the nurses 


were delighted to hear from the doctor 
that both were making really good 
progress. One bright-eyed little girl, 
who had been In bed for a year and 
who is now-almost cured, was running 
about outside. “No more temperature." 
she said as we stopped to talk to her. 

Fresh milk and cream are brought 
to Che settlement each day from a 
neighboring farm, a real luxury in those 
paruv for canned cow" is the general 
rule up the Coast. Miss OBrien is 
devoting her life to a splendid work, 
and apart from the gratuitous services 
of the doctor and chaplain of the Co¬ 
lumbia, the generosity of friends, and 
the payment of the school teacher's 
salary by the Government, and a gram 
of $400 a year from the Dominion 
Board of the W.A . Miss O'Brien sup¬ 
ports the work entirely by herself. It 
is true she received the M B E. In the 
King's birthday honors list, but a far 
greater reward is the actual result of 
her years of patient endeavor and the 
real devotion of her people. Until Miss 
OBrien started her sanitarium, no 
provision whatever had been made for 
the rare of the tuberculous Indians, 
and it has been a heart-break to those 
working among them in such Institu¬ 
tions as the residential school at Alert 
Bay. that when active TB. was dis¬ 
covered among the children, they were 
obliged to send them to tlielr homes, 
there to spread the disease and to die 
helplessly. 

At Alert Bay 

A SHORT run from Village Island 
brought us to Alert Bay. where 
Dr. David Ryall, son of Rev. Septi¬ 
mus Ryall. of St. Lukes Church. Ce¬ 
dar Hill, is in eparge of fit. George s 
Hospital, with a staff of three nurses, 
cook and orderly. There is a beauti¬ 
ful little chapel at the hospital, and 
here the chaplain, the Rev. Henry 
Dxnre. conducts services when the ship 
is m port, otherwise he u busy attend¬ 
ing to the spiritual needs of the Coast 
dwellers. One of the centres of mis¬ 
sion work is Kingcome Inlet, where 
Miss A. E. Wakefield, RN. and Mias 
Arrowsmith are in charge, spending 
busy 4ays and evenings with school 
work. A-Y.P.A. work. Church Boys’ 
League, sports activities, social service 
work and conducting clinics. 

In a few weeks the Christmas cruises 
of the Columbia, the Rendezvous and 
the John An tie will be under way. and 
the children up the Coast are excited 
at. the thought of Christmas trees, 
moving pictures and Santa Claus. In 
connection with the collecting and 
labeling of Christmas parcels, the mis¬ 
sion is particularly grateful to the 
Woman s Auxiliary conveners of Christ¬ 
mas cheer Mr. Dance recalled his 
Im pressugu of ^ tour as 

during oar star at Bay - 


the gathering together of the clans’ are 
but the outward expression of the good 
will and kindness which our Lord came 
to bring among men. To take cheer 
and happiness to many that are iso¬ 
lated. especially to the children. Is 
surely part of the Christmas plan This 
thought struck me as being very true 
of 8eymour Inlet, where some are about 
100 miles from the nearest hospital and 
quite a long way from the nearest store. 
It also applies to several float houses, 
for the families of which Christmas 
trees were held and pictures shown on 
board the Columbia. 

“One little girl, whose family was to 
have a party the next day. said quite 
naively as she looked at the presents 
she had received from 8anta Claus on 
the Columbia: ‘Oh. but Santa Claus 
need not come again, need he?' It ^a* 
indeed a pleasure to see the children s 
faces light up with glee, and sometimes, 
too. they come out with some quite 
bright sayings,. In one of the pictures, 
after Harold Lloyd had been trying for 
a long time to maintain his balance-on 
the steelwork of a skyscraper, one boy 
said. *1 know! Now he's going to try to 
be funny!* The hospitality extended 
to the crew of the Columbia all along 
the north and south rum was a fine 
example of good fellowship " 

From Alert Bay the ship plies her 
course northward, visiting, among other 
places. Kingcome Inlet. Echo Bay. 
Wakeman. Belle Isle. Green way and 
McKenzie Sounds, into Simoon Sound, 
which boasts of the 6nly floating school- 
house in the world, to Bull Harbor and 
the lighthouses at the north end of 
Vancouver Island. 

Seeing by direct contact a mission of 
this character In action. Is to find (he 
heart stirred. No such self-sacrificing 
efforts could ever have any other result. 
There is something about thf whole- 
souled character of the work, the un- 
deviating attention to the various duties 
and the enthusiasm that governs it all 
that shows as fine attributes as IRay be 
found in humanity Too few know 
what is being accomplished In minister¬ 
ing to the welfare of. the isolated dwel¬ 
lers of the Coast. If more took the 
trouble to find out. the Columbia Coast 
Mission would never have any of its 
activities curtailed through lack of 
funds. It should never have to appeal 
for them They should flow in spon¬ 
taneously It is only neqeaaary to have 
the incentive to assist In such a venture. 

The Columbia and her auApiary ships 
are at the call of all the lonely settlers 
wherever they are situated in a diocese 
o 30.000 square miles. Therf are hos¬ 
pitals installed at strategic points. 
There are willing and anxious helpers 
awaiting the call for assistance, ready 


ment no less noteworthy and of as all- 
embracing usefulness and humaneness 
as that reared in a life of service by Sir 
Wilfred Orenfell along the shores of 
Labrador.

The English Bible 


vO greater moral change ever passed over 


N O g 

a nation than passed over England dur¬ 
ing the years which parted the middle of the 
reign of Elizabeth from the meeting of the 
Long Parliament. England became the people 
of a book, and that book was the Bible. It 
was as yet the one English book which was 
familiar to every Englishman; it was read at 
churches, and read at home, and everywhere 
its words, as they fell on ears which custom 
had not deadened, kindled a startling en¬ 
thusiasm. When Bishop Bonner set up the 
first six Bibles In St. Paul's, “many well-dis¬ 
posed people used to resort to the hearing 
thereof, especially when they could get any 
that had an audible voice to read to them” ... 
“One John Porter used sometimes to be occu¬ 
pied In that goodly exercise, to the edifying 
of himself as well as others. This Porter was 
a fresh young man of a big stature, and great 
multitudes would resort thither to hear him, 
because he could read well and had an audible 
voice. But the “goodly exercise” of such as 
Porter was superseded by the continual recita- 
tation of both Old Testament and New in the 
public services of the church, while the small 
Oeneva Bibles carried the 8criptures Into every 
home. The popularity of the Bible was owing 
to other causes besides that of religion. The 
whose prose literature of England, save the 
forgotten tracts of Wyclif, has grown up since 
the translation of the Scriptures by Tyndale 
and Cover dais. So far as the nation at large 
was concerned, no history, no romance, hardly 
any poetry, save the little known verse of 
Chaucer, existed in the English tongue when 
the Bible was ordered to be set up In the 
churchea Sunday after 8unday. day after 
day. the crowds that gathered round Bonner's 
Bibles in the nave of St. Paul's or the family 
group that hung on the words of the Oeneva 
Bible in the devotional exercise! at home, were 
leavened with a new literature. Legend and 
annal, war-song and psalm, state roll and 
biography, the parables of the Evangelists, 
stories of mission Journeys, of perils by the sea 
among the heathen ... all were flung 
broadcast over minds unoccupied for the moat 
part with any rival learning. 

V ' Ss As a mere literary monument the English 
version of the Bible remains the noblest exam¬ 
ple of the English tongue —Green's “Short 
History of the English People." 


Oil From Coal 


T HE Children's Newspaper publishes a news 
article that should be of interest to the 
boys of Vancouver Island. In It it speaks of 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, for whom many 
grown-ups are feeling sorry in these days. 

"Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, accgmpanted by 
famous leaders in science and Industry, has 
been to see the great plant at Billingham 
which for some time now has been producing 
petrol from coal, and has formally declared It 
open. 

“The Childrens Newspaper has already de¬ 
scribed the proceas by which hydrogen and 
coal produce an oil which is refined into petrol 
by a proceas on which. C4.000.000 has been 
spent. The plant is now working without a 
pause and producing 130.000 gallons of petrol 
a day. The yearly output should reach 45.000.- 
000 gallons, requiring 400 000 tons of coal for 
the power driving the plant and the material 
it processes. It is estimated that this extra oil 
will give employment to 30.000 miners. 

“It was in 1033 that experiments were begun 
at a Fuel Research 8taUon subsidized by the 
Government and inspired by the genius of a 
Oerman chemist, Dr. Berglus, who was present 
at this opening ceremony. Another pioneer, 
Str Allred Mond. has passed sway since his 
Arm. Imperial Chemical Industries, made prac¬ 
tical the experiments of the laboratory, but 
Mr. MacDonald did not forget him in paying 
trtbute to this gnSt achievement.

W HEN Kate Smith was twenty-one. her 
Am story to appear in print was pub¬ 
lished In “St. Nicholas Magazine" as a 
serial In 1077 and waa called “Half-a-Dozen 
Housekeepers." After a year's study of child 
education in Los Angeles and teaching In 
Santa Barbara, she opened the first free kin¬ 
dergarten west of the Rockies in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Later she gave up kindergarten work 
and married Samuel Bradley Wiggin. 

To raise funds for her Silver Street Kinder¬ 
garten she wrote “The Story of PaUy," which 
she had printed privately, and three thousand 
woptes were so l d - Tn t»4. she moved to New 
York and had privately prlhted her “The 
Birds' Christmas Carol." the proceeds which 
•he gave to the same kindergarten which she 
visited yearly. Two years later, this book was 
reprinted and was her first regularly published 
of a lame girl. It became a 
popular vehicle for dramatization by school 
children, who took particular delight In the 
characters of the Ruggles family. Hundreds 
of babies were named for the little heroine. 
Carol Bird, and Carol Cluhs were formed all 
over the country." 

Three other stories about children were pub¬ 
lished about this time, including “The 8tory 
of Patsy." “A Summer in a Canon" and “Tim¬ 
othy's Quest." This last story became very 
popular in England. In 1880, Mrs. Wiggin 
made her Am trip to Europe, spending most 
of the time In England. Every Summer, she 
returned to England from America and the 


result of these holidays was six books the first 
of which, “A Cathedral Courtship," was pub¬ 
lished In 1893. While in Cheshire and Wor¬ 
cestershire, she wrote the series of half novels 
and half travel books which began with "Pen¬ 
elope's English Experiences" In Ireland, she 
wrote "Penelope's Experiences In Ireland.' 
While In Sussex she wrote “The Diary of a 
Goose Olrl." 

Mrs. Wiggin s most popular story, “Rebecca 
of 8unnybrook Farm." came to her “In a sort 
of waking dream" as she lay 111 in New York. 
“I saw an old-fashioned stage-coach rumbling 
along a dusty country road . . . and from 

gypsy of a child. . » ." She began the hpok 
while convalescing at a Southern health re¬ 
sort. It was published in 1903 and sold sev¬ 
eral million copies. Later U had a great suc¬ 
cess as a four-act play on the stage In London 
and New York. For years tl was played by 
stock companies ail over the country. Mrs. 
Wiggin was disappointed with the movie made 
for the silent screen. In which Mary Pickford 
played as "Rebecca." As In so many books 
adapted for the screen. "Rebecca" was cut apd 
changed without the author's consent. 

Kate Douglas Wiggin has been referred to 
as the Louisa May Alcott of her generation. 
She died In England In 1933 at the age of 
alxty-six. The following year, a book of short 
stories. "Creeping Jenny and Other New Eng¬ 
land Stories." was published. Nothing she 
wrote ever achieved the popularity of “Rebecca 
of Sunnybrook Farm."

The Garden Week by Week 


Three Good Types of Wheat 


By NOIU&AM W. F RANT. FRHB 

T HERE U much to be atkl In lav or ol the 
unalleet garden growing some fruit, pro¬ 
vided a careful selection for the particu¬ 
lar conditions la made. Free-growing fruit 
trees are out of place In a small garden, and 
are best left alone, but there is plenty of scope 
for the use of trained tree*, which are both 
useful and beautiful. 

Let us consider first the so-called "top fruit," 
that la. apple* pears and plums. Where there 
arc wella to be covered, nothing is more suit¬ 
able than fruit trees. A south or a southwest 
aspect Is the most desirable, for then the 
better class of pears and plums may be grown, 
anil peaches do well on a south wall also. Less 
favorable aspects will grow an»les and cherrle*. 
while even a north wall may be utilized for the 
add or sour cherry. 

For wall fruit, some sort of trained trees will 
bo required, the most generally used being the 
fan ->haped type. 

Thcae trees sre pruned carefully while young 
to get from eight to eleven main branches 
radiating out of the main trunk. As these 
branches extend, they soon fall to cover all 
the space between them, and side or lateral 
branches can then be allowed to grow with a 
view of using all the wall space allotted to the 
tree. 8uch trees require annual training and 
pruning, in order that they may grow and fruit 
satisfactorily. Further, the ground must be 
well prepared before planting, and particular 
attention given to the matter of drainage. 

Another useful form of tree for a limited 
space is the cordon or single rod. s form, how¬ 
ever. which Is best avoided where stone fruit is 
tn be grown Apples and pears grow well on 
this system, the main idea of which Is to keep 
the tree to one single stem, all side shoots being 
cut or spurred back to about three buds from 
the main shoot. When well grown, each of these 
spurs should bear its blossom and fruit, and the 
ttee from base almost to tip should be loaded 
with fruit. 

Tht Cordon System 

C ORDONS ma, be grown in rows, eighteen 
Inches between the trees and three feet 
between the Yows. Or they may be used as a 
background for a border, where they sene as a 
useful screen to the ground beyond. 

Another method is to grow them on either 
side of a path and arch them oyer to form a 
pergola, for they are quite beautiful enough to 
use for this purpose. Whatever scheme Is 
adopted, a supporting frame will be necessary. 
Perhaps the best method is to put In a number 
of stout posts and sixain four horizontal wires 


between them. Two feel between the ground 
and the first wire will be a good distance, and 
eighteen inches between the wires, giving a 
total height of six and one-half feet. Where 
cordon trees are expected to give an abundance 
of fruit. It is best to train tliem at an angle of 
forty-five degrees rather than vertically, the 
bending process being done by degrees after 
the first season. By this means a slight check 
is given to, the tree which results in the forma¬ 
tion of fruit buds. Wherever it Is possible. Die 
rows should run north and south, In order to 
expose all parts of the tree equally to the tun. 

The advantage of cordon culture are most 
appreciated where space is limited. Far more 
varieties can be grown In a given area on this 
system, the trees are more easily kept clean, 
pruned and sprayed, and much larger and finer 
fiult la produced. 


a body well fleshed. Yellow color in the legs 
and beaks of yellow-skinned breeds is a good 
Indication that the bird has grown well and 
is healthy and vigorous. It is a very good 
plan to discard any bird that has light yellow 
or white legs. Frequently you msy And en¬ 
tire flocks of pullets that have light yellow 
shanks, but If the cause Is discovered it will 
usually lead back to trouble In the brooding 
or rearing of the birds. 

If only one character were to be used In 
Judging birds, either males or females, for 
vigor or for future production, the head would 
be that one character. 


S ELECT1 NO pullets Is a much more diffi¬ 
cult task than picking out breeders from 
a flock of hens that have finished a long 
period of production. Egg production leaves 
Its mark on the body of the bird, and It only 
requires careful and Intelligent Interpretation 
of the signs to determine with reasonable ac¬ 
curacy the number of eggs laid by a bird if 
conditions have Been normal. 


With a pullet 
we must read future production, and there Is 
nothing In the way of signs to tell us how 
many eggs an Individual pullet has the ability 
and breeding to lay. We can only use those

B USH fruit is still more appropriate for the 
very small garden. Currants and goose¬ 
berries can be grown either as bushes or trained 
to low fences. "Standards and cordons ars 
sometimes grown, particularly when very- fine, 
large fruit la required. Black currants, how¬ 
ever. because they fruit on young wood, sre beat 
brown on bushes. 

Raspberries are well worth growing, prefer¬ 
ably trained on wires, and the prolific logan¬ 
berry, which, together with the cultivated 
blackberry, is an excellent plant for rambling 
over arches and for similar purposes. 

Space may be found for a strawberry bed. 
but if this is not practicable H will be well worth 
while trying to grow them in tubs or barrels 
The method adopted in the latter case may 
be briefly outlined. Hol^a of from two to three 
inches In diameter are made In various plaoes 
in the sides of the barrel and g few holes In the 
bottom for drainage. 8everal Inches of broken 
crocks are put In the bottom for drainage and 
covered with a layer of rough soli. The tub 
can then be gradually filled with a mixture of 
good fibrous loam and well-rotted manure, and 
the plants may be put In as the filling proceeds, 
each plant being placed so that Its crown Is 
opposite one of the hole*. In order that the 
lower plants may have a full share of the water. 
It Is a good plan to let a pipe run down to 
within, say. eighteen Inches of the bottom of 
th» barrel. Three-Inch drain pipr is excellent 
fot this purpose. Finally, place the barrel in 
an open position where all sides will be exposed, 
and raise It a few Inches from the ground on 
bricks or stone* to prevent the bottom from 
rotting. 


Qlhtr Requirements 

T HE body of the pullet as it cornea Into 
laying condition changes so much and so 
quickly that body shape la not a good charac¬ 
ter U> use in selecting pullets until after they 
have laid quite a few eggs. A good heart 
girth: long, flat back; ample width at the hips 
with that width carried well back to the base 
of the tail; a medium to long keel that is 
straight; good depth at the front and rear; 
breast bone or keel carried fairly well for¬ 
ward. and neat, flat shanks on legs of medium 
length are the conditions or characters you 
would find relative to type if you examined 
the better producer*. Much has been said 
about type with the Idea of selecting the best 
laying type, but it Is often found that two 
equally good strains of one breed will be quite 
different In type. The characters mentioned 
above are those considered necessary if the 
Individual is to make the most from the feed 
given her. 

There sre many things that may be consid¬ 
ered in selecting pullets to keep out of a large 
flock of birds, but the most Important are size 
and maturity, health and vigor, shape of head, 
appearance of the eye. and the proportions of 
different sections of the body.

How Wheat Came to Canada 


lrglng to the Canadian standards, lumber used 
for making thsse boxes must be a nourjd. clear, 
dry quality of soft wood planed smooth on both 
sides, free from knots, and square, straight¬ 
edge stock, but not tongued or grooved. 

When boxes are made up, there are five essen¬ 
tial points: <1) Each side and end must be in 
one piece and be square cut; (2) tops and bot¬ 
toms must be flush over both aides; (3) an 
allowance must be made for a small space, of 
iiot more than a sixteenth of an inch, between 
the boards on top and bottom of the box to 
assist quick* sharp freezing when placed in 
storage; (4» the bottoms and tops should be in 
at least three pieces, and <5> wide boards should 
be used as outside boards in both lops and 
bottoms. 

The nails used should only be long enough 
and strong enough to give the necessary 
strength, so that the weight of poultry con¬ 
tained In the box may be shipped In safety. 

In packing, strict observance should be paid 
to the allowance variation in weight in birds 
packed in the same box—squab and broiling 
chickens not over one-quarter pound per bird; 
all other chickens and fowl, not over one-half 
pound; turkeys and geese, not more than three 
pounds. 

It is recommended that this individual varia¬ 
tion of turkeys and geese be limited to two 
pounds. The weight variation for djicks packed 
In the same box is one pound per bird. 


T WO Important factor* must be considered 
in formulating suitable ration* for dairy 
cows the supply of feed on hand, or available 
at a cost in keeping with the value of the 
product to be produced, and the selection of 
feed* that will supply the necessary food nu¬ 
trients in a palatable form, plus sufficient va¬ 
riety and bulk. 

The cheapest supply of feed l* secured from 
our own farms. In other words, home-grown 
feeds are the most economical 
It is generally recognized that on the ma¬ 
jority of I arms sufficient protein cannot be 
produced to supply the dairy cows with the 
necessary requirements. By producing clover 
or alfalfa hay. however, along with roots or 
ensilage and the common cereal crop*. It has 
been demonstrated here during the past three 
years that the only feed purchases necessary 
are small amounts of high protein supple¬ 
ments. 

Ratwis Art Compared 

E XPERIMENTS have been conducted dur¬ 
ing the last three Winters, comparing fish 
meal with Hnseed oil meal when used to bal¬ 
ance a home-grown ration. It was found that 
equally as good production, at as low a oat. 


with dilute liquid cow manure. If manure Is 
not available he fertilizes with blood meal. 

Mr. Llndaay sprays his plants twice a week, 
using commercial sprays designed to kill aphis 
and other sucking Insects. Also he keeps done 
watch for earwigs, going over the plants twloe 
a day when those troublesome insects are about. 
The earwigs hide in the axils of the leaves, and 
their favorite form of depredation U to but off 
the tiny flower buds. When one is nipping out 
all the buds except one to a stalk, it is particu¬ 
larly damaging to find that an earwig has 
nipped off the one that remain*. 

Greenhouse Not Essential 

M R. LIND8AY states that a greenhouse 1* 
not essential for the production of 
gorgeous blooms, although such facilitate* the 
work. The cuttings may be started In the 
basement or other windows, and In the Fall the 
potted plants may be brought into the house 
and placed where there Is ample sunshine. In 
fact, the plants need not be taken into the 
house at all to bloom successfully, but it I* 
necessary to protect them from heavy rain*, 
high winds and sharp frosts.

Mineral Supplements in 
Ration for Pigs Will 
Reduce Grain Costs

T HE Chinese cultivated wheat 3.000 year* 
oefore Christ. The most ancient lan¬ 
guages mention it. yet the beginnings of 
the wheat Industry are wrapped in mythology. 
The coming of wheat to Canada. Its struggle 
for existence, and what It mean* to Canada 
today are stories well known and full of In¬ 
terest to the Canadian people. Here neither 
myth nor legend has to be considered, for 
while the growing of vegetables was carried on 
by the agents of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
soon after the arrival of the Company, the 
growing of wheat began with the Selkirk Set- 
tier*, who arrived from Scotland via Hudson 
Bay and York Factory in August. Itl2. 

On the arrival of these settlers they imme¬ 
diately set about the preparation of small plots 
of ground for the sowing of the Winter wheat 
they had brought with them. Only spades and 
hoes were available for the purpose, yet with 
these the work was done, and the seeding ac¬ 
complished Likewise, the balance of the pre-* 
pared land was seeded the following 8prlng. 
Both crops were a total failure. From M14 to 
1824 it seemA|as if aheat In Canada was pur¬ 
sued by an evil late, for the birds devoured 
what the Northwest Company had not tram¬ 
pled under foot. Many of the settlers left and 
did not return. John McLeod and three com¬ 
panions seem to have been the only ones who 


had encountered, some harvest was reaped 
from the partial recovery of parts of the tram¬ 
pled grain. 

Another Attempt Foils 

G OVERNOR SEMPLE. sent out from Scot¬ 
land. arrived about this time with 120 
persons. Alter settling aside forty bushels of 
wheat for seed, he was able to allow two pounds 
of gram per day for eaeh person, and thus 
they came through the Winter of 1815-16. The 
crop made good growth during the Spring of 
1816 until the Northwest Company again made 
it* appearance, followed by the massacre of 
"Seven Oaks." and again no harvest was 
reaped. Early in 1817 Lord Selkirk sent a 
force from Fort William, recaptured Fort 
Douglas, and the remnants of the Semple 
colony returned. Just where the seed came 
from we do not know, but a small quantity of 
wheat was seeded. Though the yield was 
good, thert w,i* t great danger of famine un¬ 
less other food could be secured. The story of 
that Winter, the hunting of buffalo, the un¬ 
speakable hardship* endured, cannot be dealt 
with in a word. These Scottish settlers, how¬ 
ever. struggled back to the colony and seeded 
the remaining grain that had been stored for 
the purpose, and at great sacrifice. In early 
season the crop looked healthy and vigorous, 
but later grasshoppers, like a plague, devoured 
every green thing. A few ears of half-ripe 
grain were glaancd by the women. 

The Winter following was quite a* bad as 
the worst, but again ground was prepared and 
the little seed store planted and again de¬ 
voured by grasshoppers. This time not a seed 
was left. 

Seed From Wisconsin 

T HE next seed we he a/ of came from Wis¬ 
consin. After a three months' joQrney on 
anoa shoes, delegates sent by the colony 
reached Prairie du Chien, secured 250 bushels 
of seed, loaded it on flat boots, and by way of 
the Mississippi, Big 8tone Lake and Red River 
landed It at the colony in June 1820. It was 
sown at once and partly matured. From that 
date Oh. for forty-etght years seed was 
abundant. 

Subsequent history shows plagues of mice, 
floods, frosts and practically everything that 
the Western farmer has ever endured, but by 
lf46 the census showed 6 000 acres under cul¬ 
tivation and 482 ploughs and 576 harrows 


I T Is widely recognised that certain minerals 
are important In the ration of ptg* to pro¬ 
duce sufficient bone to meet the requirements 
of the growing pig. Both calcium (lime) and 
phosphorus are essential for the production of 
bone. According to chemical analysis, our farm 
grains contain only about one-quarter enough 
calcium or lime for the requirements of the 
growing pigs. 

Pigs in one experiment were all fed grain and 
eight per cent of a protein supplement that was 
rather low in minerals and also cod liver oil. 
One group received no minerals in addition 
while other groups received different amounts 
of ground limestone and mono-calcium phos¬ 
phate. Two pigs became crippled in the lot that 
received no minerals, but all the pigs in the 
other groups showed a splendid condition of 
thrift and were active and sound on their feet. 

When one-quarter pound of ground limestone 
was added to each 100 pounds of grain and 
protein supplement fed to the hogs, one pound 
of ground limestone saved approximately 
twenty-six pounds of grain and two pounds of 
supplement. When more lime was fed, the sav¬ 
ing of grain by each one pound of lime wai leas. 
When 14 pounds of mono-calcium phosphate 
was added to each 100 pounds of grain and sup¬ 
plement, one pound of the mineral saved ap¬ 
proximately twenty-seven pounds of grain and 
2 6 pounds of protein supplement.

“A Man Forbid" «Wm. Morrow-Mc¬ 
Clelland 4c Stewart. Ltd.), by Else 
Reed. Horror stalks through this un¬ 
usual and subtle novel dealing with 
the psychological effect upon a whole 
seaport when a strange element was 
projected into it. Most affected were 
the Lyndens. an aristocratic family, for 
every member to a more or less degree 
fell under the sinister shadow cast by 
an alien black sailor, who came into 
the town one morning aboard a mys¬ 
terious brigantine. 

The previous night, Gertrude, the 
youngest child and the seventh child 
of a seventh child, had been awakened 
by a sense of doom that threatened 
the whole family. Faintly she—and 
other people—heard the sound of an 
anchor chain being run out. The next 
morning a huge black man walked 
through the city, and Oertrude’s (ears 
of the night returned in full force.

Tecumseh. “the poised, the pamher- 
esque.” meets Brock, the king's lieu¬ 
tenant. Starkblanket, the famous buf- 
9 f»lo hunter, is a dramatic figure as he 
relieves the hunger of hts tribesmen. 

Other glamorous but almost forgot¬ 
ten figures are recreated by Mrs 
Weekes. who is well qualified for such 
a task. The book is intended primarily 
lor bojs and girls, but it removes many 
existing prejudices and throws a light 
upon vanished days in a manner that 
makes entertaining and instructive 
reading for adults. Her style is vivid 
and dramatic, while the atmosphere is 
recreated by descriptions of landscapes, 
changing seasons—by the throbbing, 
blood-stirring beat of the tom-tom and 
the weird incantations of the medicine 
men. 

"The Lack of the Bodkins" 'McClel¬ 
land Si Stewart. Ltd.), by P. O. Wode- 
house.

She left England, via the Panama, 
for Victoria and Vanoouver, thence on 
the Princess Norah for 8kagway. Being 
a botanist, her interest naturally con¬ 
centrated % upon the species ol flowers 
she was able to collect, although she 
intersperses much comment and many 
facts, historical, geographical or bio¬ 
graphical. about the various places and 
people she met. Every possible type-of 
transportation was called to her .aid, 
snd when she missed connections at 
some point, she had no hesitancy in 
using any method available. Down the 
Yukon River by boat, from Nenana to 
Nome by plane, through the Bering 
Sea on the Trader «where she saw and 
went aboard the derelict ship, the 
Baychimo. as far as Point Barrow, 
where she boarded the Hazel for Point 
Ms run. On these ships, she was the 
only passenger and accommodation 
was far from luxurious, but Isobel 
Hutchison took all the discomforts in 
her stride. At Martin Point she stayed 
with Qua Muilt whose story she has 
told in “Arctic Nights' Entertainment." 
which will be reviewed in this column 
shortly. 

From Point Martin she went by dog 
sled to Herschel Island, and thence to 
Aklavik. Frequent reference is made 
to the famous trek of the reindeer from 
Alaska to the East McKenzie Delta, 
the story of which in Actionized form 
was reviewed in this column recently.

ITT HO can solve the mystery of 
W ancient sailing vessel 

whose rotting remains lie im¬ 
bedded in the shifting sands of famous 
Long Beach, on the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island? 

Situated between Wreck Bay and 
Low Peninsula. Long Beach Is roughly 
twelve miles long. Low tides expose a 
strip of hard white s&nd from 1.000 to 
2000 feet wide, hard enough to bear 
an automobile without signs of tire 
tracks. T7ie larger portion of the beach 
is exposed to ceaseless rollers from the 
Pacific Ocean, but there is a sheltered 
election at the western end. near 
Schooner Cove. 

Buried in thezfremorseless sands of 
Long Beach aref the hulls and frag¬ 
ments of many ressels, from the lowly 
rowboat to the large cargo carrier.

Antiquity Admitted 

N UMEROU8 attempts have been 
made to uncover the wreck and 
perhaps reveal Its identity, but each 
time waves and sand have filled in ex¬ 
cavations made in the daytime. Speci¬ 
mens of wood and portions of bronze 
and copper fittings have been sent to 
British and New York museums, cur¬ 
ators there admit ting their antiquity 
The oldest Indians of Clayoquot. To- 
flno and Uduelet can remember their 
grandfathers referring vaguely to the 
wreck, but they cannot tell when it be¬ 
came enmeshed in the clutching sand. 
At any rate this would place the time 
long before Victoria was founded in

A third expedition, under Quadra and 
Ignacio Arteaga aboard the Pnncessa 


got back to Mexico without mishap

An Un n am ed Craft 

I N Robert -Hassell s journal of • the 
ship gol'imbia-Rediviva and the 


sloop Washington, it is related that 
the natives of Nootka reported a ship 
anchored at the entrance of the sound 
forty months before it was discovered 
by Capt. James Cook on March 30. 
1778. This would place the strange 
vessel there In December. 1774. Could 
the Long Beach wreck be this unnamed 
craft? Perhaps we shall never know. 

A few years after Captain Cook dis¬ 
covered Nootka Sound, news of valu¬ 
able furs which could be obtained from 
the Indians resulted in many vessels 
w.Mting the West Coast It is related 
that Indians seized several ships, pro¬ 
voked in some cases by the fur traders 
Perhaps the wreck us one of these craft 
the natives looted and set adrift. 

Between the landing of Don Esteban 
Martinez at Nootka on May 3, 1789. 
and the handing over of the West 
Coast to Capt. George Vancouver by 
Quadra in September. 1792. several 
wrecks may have occurred. But there 
is no written account of any. 

Nootka 8ound in 1792 was the rec¬ 
ognized rendezvous of fur traders visit¬ 
ing Vancouver Island. There they 
beached and repaired their vessels and 
replenished their water casks Sixteen 
craft were anchored there while Cap¬ 
tain Vancouver was conferring with 
the Spa n ia rds Several small vessels 
were built at Nootka. and perhaps 
again the Long Beach wreck is one of 
them. Against this, however, is the 
fact that there is no oak in the vicin¬ 
ity. and the rib* of the wreck are dis- 
tuutly of oak. 

Old Indian Stockade 

A NOTHER sight worth seeing at 
Long Beach is the remains of an 
ancient Indian stockade, built of hun¬ 
dreds of tons of earth, all moved by 
primitive methods. It is the only ex¬ 
isting structure of its kind on the West 
Coast. 

According to tradition, there was 8 
large tribe of Indians quartered at 
Long Beach, living on the bountiful 
clams and fresh fish from Kennedy 
Lake. To resist attacks from other 
warlike tribe*, they were forced to build 
the stockade and use it frequent i> 
when strange canoes shot through the 
surf, their occupants armed to the 
teeth with stone knives, axes and bows 
and arrows. 

Legend has it that hordes of Indians 
came from Neah Bay. Cape Flattery, 
and after a long-drawn-out battle, 
killed off all but a few of the Long 
Beach Indians and proceeded to partly 
demolish the stockade. This 1* thought 
to have taken place long before Span¬ 
iards occupied Nootka. a ccor din g to 
Clayoquot legends. 

Mr. Alexander.' who wrested the 
bronze spike from the old Long Beach 
wreck, farmed 180 acres near the beach

Few Difficulties 

T HE rood would also connect Vic¬ 
toria with many West Coast set¬ 
tlements and serve to develop mining 
and fishing.
